Now if we wanted to be British 
about it by considering matters of 
the heart to be matters of state 
and empire, we’d no doubt feel this 
to be a mortal affront to the na- 
tion, and would send a vigorous 
official protest through the state 
department.

FOR WORKING PEOPLE 


Free hospital care for 3 cents a 
day is now being offered in the 
east bay as a solution to the heavy 
expenses of hospitalization. 

The insurance association of ap- 
proved hospitals is a non-profit cor- 
poration sponsored and financed by 
the doctors and the hospitals of! 
Alameda county. The association is | 
qualified as an insurance company | 
and operates under the supervision | 
of the state insurance department. 
Dr. Daniel Crosby is president and 
Dr, W. E. Mitchell is vice president. 


The benefits are designed for the 
great mass of wage earners and | 
salaried workers who suffer most | 
from the cost of sickness. Em- 
ployed groups only are eligible at 
present and the cost is ninety 
cents a month. It is the desire of | 
the association to gradually ex- 
tend benefits to all members of the | 
family. Employees are now being |

Incidentally while the Oakland 
Tribune editorial workers do not' 
have a guild chapter, the Tribune | 


automatically increased salaries, | 
restoring pay cuts that had been 
made during the past several years.

For Its Skill 


One Low - Paid Worker Now 
Doing Work of Two in 
Paper Industry } 


Further evidence of the extent | 
to which employers are appropri-| 
ating the profits made possible by | 
the increased productivity of work- | 
ers was revealed recently in a re-| 
port by the president’s council for | 
industrial progress, based on a} 
survey of the paper industry. 

In 1914, the report said, paper 
workers received an average of 43 
cents out of every dollar taken in 
by the industry. Five years later | 
their share had dropped to 40 
cents, and by 1936 there had been 
a further decline to 33 cents. 

Meanwhile, it was pointed out, 
the productivity of workers in- 
creased, the figures on this point 
being impressive. 

Half of Workers Displaced 

For instance, in 1914 the indus- 
try needed 166,752 workers to pro- 
duce $205,000,000 of goods. In 1933 
only 196,380 workers were em- 
ployed to produce $519,000,000 of 
goods. | 

This means, the report empha- 
sized, that one worker is now pro- 
ducing much more than was pro- 
duced by two men 20 years ago. 


| The value of his output was $1,229 


in 1914, but had jumped to $3,426 
in 1929. 

Wages are shown to have been 
tragically low during all the 
periods surveyed. In 1914 the 
average annual pay was $533. By 
1919 that figure had risen to $1,022! 
but in 1933 had declined to $880. | 

In other words, out of every dol- | 
lar the worker produces, he gets; 
less than 25 cents.

its various unions and affiliated 
organizations, are the designation 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor, which, since 1894, has pub- 


| lished an official monthly maga- 


zine known as the “American Fed- 


| erationist.” 


According to the findings, the use 
by the respondent association and 
its members of the names “A. F. 
of L. trade union committee for 
unemployment insurance and re- 
lief’ and “A. F. of L. rank and 
file federationist” is without the 
authority or permission of the 
American Federation of Labor. 

Members of the respondent asso- 
ciation named in the order, and 
described in the findings as com- 
posing a “National Committee” 
for the purpose of supervising and 
directing the activities of the re- 
spondent association, including the 
publication and distribution of their 
magazine, are as follows:
